Put in terms of the trucking indus- 
try, this means that to keep their 
share of the business and insure the 
continuing growth of the frozen food 
industry, there must be a high degree 
of efficiency in the way truckers han- 
dle frozen foods. Truckers must pro- 


vide well-insulated equipment with 
good refrigeration units, train drivers 
in handling of frozen goods and de- 
velop good loading tec hniques. 

To avoid becoming the weak link 
in the frozen food distribution chain 
and to continue to get a large part of 
the new business, the trucking indus 
try has four major problems that must 
be solved:

1. Trucks and trailers must 
be insulated correctly so 
that the temperatures re- 
quired by frozen food man- 
ufacturers can be main- 
tained. 

Insulation is as important to a re- 
frigerated truck as the refrigeration 
itself. It is impossible to maintain low

.. . heat flows to cold and insulation 
is necessary to stop it. 

The requirements for good insula- 
tion are: 

it must be light enough not to add 
an overburdening weight penalty and 
at the same time .. . 

it must be thick enough to 
maintain the temperature desired 
(about 6 inches for 0 deg F)... 

it must not shake down and pack 
into dense masses as a result of vi- 
bration. 

it must not disintegrate with age 

it must be fireproof. 

it must dry out fast from any wa- 
ter that accumulates in it. 

it must not corrode or cause corro 
sion of the parts with which it comes 
in contact. 

it must not provide a feeding 
ground for insects or rodents. 

One thing the refrigerated truck 
fleet owner should always keep in 
mind about insulation . . . it is in- 
tended to maintain the temperature 
of the cargo and should be used for 
that purpose only. No truck or trailer 
body is designed with enough insula- 
ting and refrigerating capacity to re- 
duce cargo temperature during the 
hottest weather. 
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2. Cargoes must be so load- 
ed and trucks and trailers 
must be so designed as to 
provide for the correct cir- 
culation of air. 

Whether the refrigerated truck fleet 
owner uses mechanical or dry ice re- 
frigeration, circulation of air is nec- 
Without correct air circula- 
tion it is possible for part of the load 
to deteriorate while another part of 
the load is maintained at the desired 
temperature.

Fundamentally, there are two basic 
elements to the problem and both of 
them are important:

Neither insulation nor types of re- 
frigeration in trucks should be ex- 
pected to reduce the temperature of 
cargoes. In other words, loading and 
handling techniqves must be devel- 
oped to a point where frozen foods 
can be loaded and unloaded with no 
increase in temperature. Here are the 
major problems which must be solved: 

How to get frozen food from the 
plant into the truck without increas- 


ing the temperature of the cargo. 
How to keep the door of the truck 
closed the loading 


period so that the pre-cooled tem-

How to load frozen foods so that 
proper air circulation is provided.

You Can Get Increased Production On 


VIAINTAINING OVERHEAD FIXTURES and electric lines is an 


expensive process for public utilities. Most of the problem 
belongs to the motor vehicle department because much 
of the money is spent getting men and tools to the right 
location and position to do the work. Donald K. Wilson. 
superintendent of automotive equipment, Niagara-Mo- 
hawk Power Corp., has increased production on much 
of this type of work by about 25 per cent by using trucks 
equipped with three dire¢tion elevators. 

The equipment consists of a hydraulically driven 
boom articulated at an elbow, holding | or 2 crow’s 
nests at the hand end. Three controls located either in 
the crow’s nest or on the truck or both make it possible 
for a workman to be at ease 40 ft. in the air. and reach 
ipproximately 28 ft. from the center of the truck. With 
full 360 deg. rotation of the crow’s nest, it is possible 
to touch all the bases that lay within the hemisphere de 
scribed by a horizontal circle with a 28 ft. radius and a 
vertical radius of 40 ft 


Increased Production e At present, there are eight 
trucks so equipped in Niagara-Mohawk service and even 
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with the experience garnered by this number it is hard 
to pinpoint the 25 per cent increase in production, That 
figure is an educated guess by Mr. Wilson. The reason 
the actual increase is so hard to tie down is that every 
day there seems to be a new job found for the equip- 
ment to do which it does better and easier. 
Niagara-Mohawk has a particularly vexing problem 
replacing street light bulbs on Albany's State St. The 
lights are located 30 ft. in the air. The street grade is 
9 per cent and there is an 8 per cent crown. Perpendicu- 
lar parking is also permitted. This combination of 
dimensions and circumstances contrived to make the 
lights sufficiently inaccessible to make drastic measures 
necessary. It was probably this problem that caused the 
investigation that led to the purchase of the equipment 


Many Uses e Starting with the single job of replacing 
light bulbs, the list of uses has grown impressive. It 


includes the following:

This list is given with some hesitancy because it’s 
growing so fast that it will probably be out of date by 
the time it is published. 

Another indication of the value of the equipment was 
indicated by Don Wilson when he said, “I would prob- 
ably have a minor revolution on my hands if I attempted 
to take the equipment away from the crews that have 
been working with it.” 


“Actually, they should charge the operators money for 
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using it.” he said. “It is more fun to ride on than most 


of the rides at an amusement park.” 


How It Works e With three levers mounted in the 
crows nest, the operator can move himself to the exact 
position he desires, without help. The levers are con- 
trolled by metering-type hydraulic valves. 

The crow’s nest has a capat ity of 500 Ib. and the 
equipment weighs about 3000 lb. Power comes from a 
hydraulic pump driven by a power take-off. At rest, the 
boom fits snugly in a longitudinal position and will clear 
10 ft. 6 in. overpasses when mounted on a 50 in. plat- 
form. When the boom is in operation, electrically pow- 
ered outriggers, controlled from the truck cab, stabilize 
the truck. 

So far, nothing tricky has been found in the main 
tenance of the equipment, except that. like all machinery. 
it must be maintained. In this case, maintenance is vital 
because the safety of a workman is involved. Niagara- 
Mohawk has developed an inspection procedure that has 
become commonplace to the mechanics. and they now

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Dynamometer Ends Gripes 
About Engine Performance 


WHEN WE INSTALLED A CHASSIS DY 
NAMOMETER in our main shop at 
Meridian, Miss.. we were sure we 
were installing a piece of valuable 
maintenance equipment. The dyna- 
mometer has done all the things we 
thought it would do to improve our 
maintenance. The big surprise is that 


it has also turned out to be a valu-

able tool in maintaining favorable

driver-company relations. 

Like all operators Dixie Highway Express had been 
plagued with driver complaints. Mostly, they concerned 
lack of power or lack of acceleration. Make no mistake 
about it, we invited these complaints and we still do. That 
is what the drivers’ gripe sheet is for. But when we felt 
the power plant was okay, we couldn’t always convince 
the driver, because we weren't too sure ourselves. 


Everyone Uses It e When our dynamometer was in- 
stalled three years ago, we placed it right at the entrance 
to the shop. Every man on our shop force and every 
driver has been taught and encouraged to use it. In three 
years the machine has logged 8,000 miles. 

When a driver comes in complaining about lack of 
power or poor acceleration we just tell him to put the 
vehicle on the dynamometer. By looking at the proper 
numbered card he can see how much torque at what 
speed can be expec ted from the vehic le. If the vehi le is 
performing properly, the dynamometer will convince 
the driver better than any amount of argument. 

We knew that the dynamometer would do a job for 
us mechanically, but we didn’t realize the psychological 
effect it would have. This became very clear when we 
checked up and found that the drivers were wrong about 
80 per cent of the time. What a driver considered a 
poor tractor one day would be considered okay the next 

and no one had laid a wrench on it. But now that’s 
all changed. As a direct result of the free and easy use 
of an accurate measuring stick for vehicle performance, 
drivers go out with confidence in the vehicle they are 
driving. When they're late they don't blame the vehicle. 
Their whole attitude has changed—towards the equip- 
ment and towards the company. 


Parts Replacement Cut e Our fleet of about 450 
trucks, tractors and trailers are used to pick up and 
deliver freight from New Orleans to Atlanta along with 
intermediate points and some spur lines in Alabama. 
Sixty-eight of the vehicles are over-the-road tractors 
which must be in excellent mechanical condition. With 
an operation of this sort, the vehicles are scattered and 
subject to the handicaps of remote control. 
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One year before we had the dynamometer, we in- 
stalled 90 carburetors. Most of these installations came 
about as a result of a telephone complaint by the driver, 
saying he doubted he could get the truck home in its 
present condition. It's pretty hard to diagnose trouble 
from a distance of over 300 miles, se we would usually 
get the full treatment from an outside shop, including a 
new carburetor. This past year we have not installed a 
single carburetor. And carburetors are only one of the 
parts we have bought when we were pretty sure we did 
not need them. 

The dynamometer also taught us something about 
trailers and trailer maintenance. Some of the mysterious 
complaints about lack of power did not prove out, but 
obviously there was something wrong. In some cases 
it turned out to be poor loading of the semitrailer, which 
made it hard to pull. In other cases we found the semi- 
trailer alignment was bad. 


Mechanics Like It, Too e The mechanics like to check 
a job in because they can find out what they are up 
against before they start to work. They like the idea of 
checking a job out because they can measure the quality 
of their work and prove it to supervision. Unlike the 
drivers, who can only prove to themselves that a vehicle 
is turning out sufficient power, our first class mechanics 
can use the machine as a real trouble shooting medium. 

The mechanics use the dynamometer for checking 
engine performance. They also use it for isolating and 
locating noises along the drive line, looseness in the 
chassis and similar mal-functioning. Our road failures 
from all causes have dropped to a fraction of their 
former totals since we have been making liberal use 
of the machine. Similarly, despite an increase in the 
number of vehicles, our total maintenance cost has been 
reduced. Also, it’s cheaper to have a mechanic operate 
the dynamometer than to use him for road testing. 


Like all truck lines we have competition. We feel that 
we must move freight from Meridian to Atlanta, a dis- 
tance of 320 miles in nine hours to maintain our stand- 
ard of service. This must be done without overspeeding. 

Well, one morning not too long ago our management 
happened to be talking to the competition, when it was 
said that the competition’s drivers were complaining 
about being “blown.” The word “blown” is driver ver- 
nacular in our part of the country for being passed on 
the road, Much of our route is through rolling country 
and a check showed that our drivers were passing the 
competition, They were able to maintain a higher sus- 
tained speed without overspeeding. This we attribute 
to improved maintenance—which we attribute in some 
substantial measure to the dynamometer. END

\ total of 305 executives, representing the 
same number of companies. answered this sur- 
vey. These companies own 53.474 vehicles and 
15.175 trailers and operate in 44 states and the 
District of Columbia

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QUESTION: In your company is responsibility for 
getting job applicants assigned to one man or 
department or do each of the department 
heads have to find their own personnel? 


ANSWER ANALYSIS: Comments and answers to this 
question indicate a definite trend toward consolidat 
ing the hiring for a company under one man or de- 
partment. The majority of the larger companies have 
personnel departments. The medium and smaller 
companies do not because there's not enough hiring 
work to keep one man busy full time. However, com- 
ments indicate that many of the smaller and medium 
companies have given the hiring responsibility to 
one man... who does the job along with his other 
work. Most companies require more than one inter- 
view with a prospective employee . thus. cutting 


down the margin of human error.

QUESTION: Do you have a system for checking 
with previous employers listed by job appli- 


cants? 


ANSWER ANALYSIS: The answers to this question 
indicate that systems for screening the past employ- 
ment record of applicants are fairly widespread 
among fleet owners. The three methods mentioned 
most frequently were: personal letters, personal 
phone calls and a check with the local credit agencies. 
All of these methods are good and, in some cases, all 
of these should be used. As one executive pointed out. 
the phone call is perhaps the best because a man will 
say things over the phone that he won't say in a letter 
and you're more apt to get a straight answer. 
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QUESTION: Are employees (other than drivers) 
required to take physical examinations as a 
condition of employment? 


ANSWER ANALYSIS: There is no clear cut trend as to 
size ov vocation of the fleet operations which require 
physical examinations for all employees. However, it 
appears that an overwhelming number of fleet own- 
ers do not feel physical examinations for all em- 
ployees are practical or should be required. There is 
another point of view worth considering. 

Those few companies who require physical exami- 
nations for all employees have compelling arguments. 
Therefore. it might be a good idea for employers to 
think about the subject and ask themselves this ques. 
tion: “Is it more economical to save on doctor's fees 


or is it more economical, in the long run, to require 


physical examinations for all employees?’ 


QUESTION: Do you use any written tests in judg- 
ing whether you will employ personnel other 
than drivers? 


ANSWER ANALYSIS: Of those who answered this 
question, less than 20 per cent use written tests in 
judging whether to employ people other than drivers. 
In light of the progress that has been made in written 
and psychological testing in the past 10 years, there 
is some basis for questioning whether fleet owners 
arent overlooking a good bet when they don’t use 
them. Good tests, correctly used give an executive one 
more tool for judging job applicants and help reduce 
human error. Reliable, validated tests can be obtained 
to test for most skills. They can be purchased in small 
quantities at little cost. Furthermore. most of today’s 
good tests have simple instructions and can be given 


by a person with no psychological training. 





QUESTION: Do you have a definite program for 


“selling” your company to new employees 
after they are hired? 


ANSWER ANALYSIS: The answers to this question 
were split almost exactly in half which is a good in 
dication that a large number of fleet owners are aware 
of the problem and are doing what they can to “sell” 
their companies. If the question had been phrased to 
query about the morale value of “selling” a company. 
the comments indicate that the number of “Yes” an- 
swers would have been higher. Here again larger 
companies have an advantage because they can offer 
more in vacations, pensions, bonuses, etc. . . and can 


make a more impressive “sell” to new employees. 
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QUESTION: Do you offer an incentive reward of 
some sort to employees for bringing in job 
applicants who are accepted for employment? 


ANSWER ANALYSIS: Management Survey No. | on 
manpower showed that one of the best sources of job 
applicants is employees already on the payroll. They 
are more apt to bring in people who will fit into the 
organization. However. according to answers re- 
ceived on this question, only a few fleet owners are 
at present offering incentive awards for bringing in 
new job applicants. Fundamentally, such incentive 
awards are a matter of economics. A number of the 
companies surveyed report that incentive awards are 
paying off. END

To eliminate loading mistakes, each driver files 


Raised Cooper-Jarrett 


LIKE TO INCREASE your loading output from 40 to 50 


per cent a day. and at the same time reduce breakage? 
Well. by adopting modern materials handling methods. 
that’s exactly what Cooper-Jarrett of Jersey City, N. J.. 
has done. 

Up until last year, while still in their old terminal at 
Hoboken. \. J.. their method of operation consisted of: 

1. The movement of freight by hand dolly. 

2. Stacking the freight in miscellaneous piles on the 
floor. 

But in the new terminal, Cooper-Jarrett has system- 
ized their materials handling. Pallet loading, fork lift 
trucks and floor spotting of freight all contribute to 
their increased efficiency. In addition. more stress is 
placed upon the education of dock workers on the “do's 
and don'ts” of proper freight handling. Briefly here’s 


the system: 


Incoming Freight ¢ Starting with the arrival of an 
over-the-road unit of miscellaneous freight from the 
West. the receipts are routed to the dispatcher, then to 
the dock supervisot who assigns a checker to direct the 
unloading. As the freight is palletized, it is checked for 
quantity and assigned a floor location number. This 
number is written on the receipt and in a prominent 
position on the pallet load. The pallet is then carried by 
fork truck to its assigned spot on the floor and the re- 
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his own receipts in the proper order . . . then a manifest 


is typed covering the entire truckload. 


S Loading Output 


ceipts are sent to the routing room. Here they ar 
sorted for delivery according to area, and a manifest is 
tvped for each city truck load. 

Next, the receipts are sorted by the city driver so that 
the freight will be loaded according to his route . 
that is, the last item loaded will correspond with his 
first stop. 

After the city truck has completed its delivery. the 
driver calls the office. The dispatcher notifies the driver 
of any pickups that he must make on his way back to 
the terminal. 


Outgoing Freight e When the city truck arrives at ihe 
terminal, one of two things may happen. If it is un- 
loaded at the dock. the freight is spotted on the floor 
according to destination—which may be either the 
Kansas City or Chicago terminal. 

Or. it may be loaded directly on a westbound trailer. 
In this case. the city truck is backed up to the island, a 
narrow platform behind the terminal which allows for 
the quick transferral of freight from one truck to an- 
other without passing through the terminal. 

Cooper-Jarrett is so pleased with the results obtained 
thus far from their new materials handling methods that 
“we expect to go all out and install a central checking 
system in the near future.” said vice president, S. F.

THERMOSTATS ARE CONSIDERED a very necessary 
part of the truck by most fleet operators and on 
the whole they are maintained quite well. About 
half of the fleet operators check thermostats with 
a thermometer periodically, and the seven-month 
average interval suggests that it is done on a 
seasonal basis. Average life of a thermostat in 
fleet use is a little less than two years. 

Preferred temperature is 172 degrees with a 
wide range of from 195 degrees to 120 degrees 
Most fleet operators believe that water condition 
ers make the thermostats last longer. 

There is a sharp difference of opinion on the 
value of thermostatically controlled radiator 
shutters. The boys who use them are really enthu- 
siastic about them. The operators who do not 
seem to center their complaints about the lack 
of reliability. A more rugged shutter could win 
some friends. 

This survey with 639 operators who control 
109,072 vehicles leaves one with the impression 
that fleet operators are very careful about tem- 
perature control. Several mentioned the fact that 
there is a problem in keeping mechanics from 
throwing thermostats away which results in the 
penalty of accelerated engine wear END

Carts Used as Movable Pallets ¢ Specialized semi 
trailers, and carts which act as movable pallets make this 
rapid loading possible.3In the conventional round nose 
of the semitrailer there is a power take off driven winch 
which is used to pull the carts into position. Just behind 
the winch is a floor-mounted angle iron which acts as a 
stop for the carts. The carts are pulled against this stop 
by the winch and held in that position by the winch 
brake. A door in the tractor cab provides access to th 


winch when the semitrailer is loaded 
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Grooved Flooring « The floor of the semitrailer is 
divided into a series of grooves with lengths of angle iron 
depressed below floor level. The grooves act as cuides 
for the cart casters. Areas between the angle iron which 
do not act as guides are flush with top of the vertical 
member of the angle iron. 

These grooves are so positioned that they can guide 
the casters of three sizes of carts—widths of the carts 
varying according to size of the tires to be transported 
The carts can be loaded one, two or three abreast. 

The loading platform has identical guides extending 
back a few feet from the edge. made of angle iron and 
non-skid metal flooring. Concrete curbs are used on the 
approach ramps to guide the truck to a proper loading 
position so that grooves on the semitrailer floor and the 
platform will register. Generous entry angles in the 


grooves make starting the carts easy

Special Carts e The carts themselves are simply a 
chassis fabricated of angle iron with four casters. The 
various sizes have been determined by size of the tires 
to be shipped, with consideration for the multiple of a 
given size that would fit into the trailer. The carts are 
fitted with a simple pipe superstructure at each end and 
in the middle to prevent toppling of stacked tires. 

Carts are equipped at each end with a positive lock 
pin type of coupler so that they can be attached to each 
other in rows, And attached to the winch cable is a 
whiffletree sort of arrangement so that more than one 
row can be pulled onto the vehicle as a unit. Maximum 
capacity of the semitrailer is nine of the small size carts. 
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Savings: Time and Money e One man on the platform 
and the driver at the winch are the entire loading crew. 
There are four of the specialized semitrailers and when 
all of them are working on a three-shift basis they can 
move about 23.000 tires per day. With four drivers pet 
shift and a platform man at each loading point per shift 
there is a total of 18 men for around-the-clock work. 
Previously this transportation job was done by rail. 
Loading and unloading the rail cars required two gangs 
of three men each, or 18 men for three shifts. Doubling 
this for both ends of the line made a total of 36 men 
just twice the number of men now handling the job 
Rail freight cost was $18.63 per carload, which 
amounts to two semitrailer loads. The company figures 
it can make two round trips with one of its vehicles for 
$10. Handling of the tires when rail cars were used came 
to $30. It’s about $3 for handling by truck. END

BEPORE THE FIRST SNOW FALLS 
freeze . . . while autumn is still with us. . 


Those companies that have given special attention to 
training employees in the hazards of winter driving 
have found that winter accidents can be reduced or 
eliminated by special training. 

Chief causes of winter driving accidents are decreased 
traction and poor visibility. However, in certain parts 
of the country, ice, snow, rain, mist and fog create 
special hazards 

In training, retraining, and in warning drivers of 
winter hazards, here are some of the points your safety 
department should discuss with drivers and maintenance 
men prior to the onset of bad weather 


Starting ¢ Ice, snow or wet road surfaces make start- 
ing hazardous in winter. Wheels spin and there is a 
tendency to side-slip Under severe winter conditions. 
start in one of the higher gears and, at the same time, 
engage the clutch very slowly. Feed just enough gas to 
the engine to get the vehicle started 
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Review Now for 


Stopping e Hazards incidental to stopping can best bi 
overcome by beginning to slow down at a much greatet 
distance from the desired stopping point than is cus 
tomary. Use the engine to decelerate. Exert light pres- 
sure on the brake and release it almost immediately. 


Repeat this operation until the speed is reduced 


Chains e The added traction of chains is specially help 
ful in deep snow. Drivers should be cautioned against the 
mistake of thinking that with chains on the tires they 
can drive faster. Chains are an aid to safety, but they're 


no guarantee, 


Visibility e Hazards of poor visibility caused by sleet, 
fog, rain or mist can be almost entirely overcome by 
modern defrosters and windshield wipers if they are 
kept in good operating condition. Drivers should be in 
structed to check them and report any failures or im 


per fect operation. 


Tires e Incorrect winter driving is hard on tires. Tire 
weakness will often be caused by spinning and excessive 
use of chains. Sidewalls develop defects from rubbing 
against ice or deep ruts. Tire wear can be reduced and 
safety increased by attention to speed, careful starting 
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Your Winter Safety Campaign 


and stopping, and removal of chains after they have 
served their purpose. 


Holidays e Thanksgiving, Christmas and New Year's 
create special accident hazards of their own. The pedes- 
trian hazard increases many times: well-fed people at 
Thanksgiving take unnecessary chances, bundle-carrying 
people at Christmas pay little attention to traffic, and 
New Year’s brings an increased alcoholic menace.

LABOR ROUND-UP 


Dave Beck Succeeds Tobin ? 

e A likely feature attraction at the AFL Teamsters’ 
convention at Los Angeles this month will be the retire 
ment of Daniel J. Tobin, president of the teamsters for 
15 years. West Coast Boss Dave Beck, executive vice 
president, will take over leadership of this million-mem- 
ber union, largest in the AFL. Tobin will continue, how- 
ever, as an AFL vice president. (Just as Big Bill Hutche- 
son did when he handed down the presidency of the car- 
penters to his son, Maurice.) 

Opposition of eastern teamster locals—they prefer 
William Lee of Chicago over Beck—is not likely to upset 
the plan. If it goes through, Frank Brewster of Seattle 
is exper ted to step into Beck’s West Coast spot. but not 
as executive \ p This would go to Lee for geographic 
balance 

News of Tobin’s decision to retire revived rumors 
that William Green might step down as AFL president. 
He is 79, three years older than Tobin, and has headed 
the AFL since 1924, when Samuel Gompers died. 

Jeck, 58. has been recognized for years as the team- 
sters) crown prince. his position was cline hed a few 
vears ago when he was made executive v.p. 

Beck is from Seattle, where he gets along with the 
business community. While Tobin is a New Deal Demo- 
creat who headed the labor committee in the Roosevelt 
campaigns, Beck is a Republican, friendly to Gov. War- 
ren of California. It is too early to predict what, if any- 
thing. this change will mean for truckers dealing with 


teamsters. 


A New Labor Law Coming 

e Maybe it will still be called Taft-Hartley. Maybe it 
won't. In either case, you can count on a different labor 
law next year. Both Gen. Eisenhower and Gov. Stevenson 
want Taft-Hartley changed. (So did Taft.) The only 
question is: How? 

Stevenson would repeal Taft-Hartley, then improve 
the old Wagner Act. That's what the Democrats tried, 
ind failed, to do in 1949 after winning the 1948 election. 

Eisenhower would simply wnprove Taft-Hartley, weed- 
ing out the bad parts, keeping the good. 

Nobody, not even union leaders, think we can, or 
should, return to the one-sidedness of the Wagner Act. 

From what everybody jsays, these are the big things 
that Taft-Hartley put into our labor law which will stay: 

* Unfair practice charges against unions as well as 

employers. 
* Free speech for employers as well as union leaders. 
* Machinery for handling national emergency dis- 


putes

If Stevenson is elected, he promises to: 
* Restore the closed shop. 
Wipe out the labor injunction, completely. 
* Permit secondary boycotts which have plagued 
trucking. 
Examples: Refusal to handle non-union goods; re- 
fusal to handle “hot cargo” connected with a strike. 
* Give the president several alternatives, including 
fact-finding and seizure—but no injunction—for 
coping with national emergency strikes. 
Eisenhower, if elected, would restrict the use of the 
labor injunction but not eliminate it. He would also 
smooth over some of the Taft-Hartley points most objec- 
tionable to labor leaders. For example, making employ- 
ers. as well as union leaders, sign non-Communist affi 


davits, or dropping this rule entirely. 


Teamsters at NLRB 

e A common tactic of the Teamsters is the basis for a 
secondary boycott finding of the National Labor Rela- 
tion Board. It is the practice of requiring members of a 
local union to unload out-of-town trucks. At Pittsburgh, 
Local 171 drivers for Roy Stone Transfer Corp. of West 
Virginia decided to unload furniture at a department 
store warehouse themselves. instead of hiring members 
of Local 249. This local has jurisdiction in Pittsburgh 
for providing “city” men to drive and unload out-of- 
town trucks. When Local 219 picketed, members of 
Local 636, employed in the warehouse, refused to handle 
the furniture unloaded by their union brothers from 
West Virginia. NLRB said Local 636 was engaging in 
an illegal secondary boycott, ordered it to “cease and 
desist.” 

“Work clearance” from the Teamsters won't be re- 
quired by Miles & Sons Trucking Service, Mountain 
View, Calif., anymore when hiring. NLBR found that 
this arrangement between the trucker and Teamster Lo- 
cal 287 violated the closed shop ban in Taft-Hartley. The 
Board ordered the trucker and the local jointly to pay 
back wages of $811 to an employee who was discharged 
because he lacked a work clearance from the local. 


Non-Union Driver-Salesmen 

e Pay increases for non-union driver-salesmen must be 
approved by the Salary Stabilization Board, not the 
Wage Stabilization Board. This is required by the recent 
amendments to the Defense Production Act. To simplify 
handling, SSB ceded its jurisdiction of non-union driver- 
salesmen to WSB. which handles union driver-sales- 
men. Congress said nix.

Many highway users hope that 
the Texas Freeway will herald a 
trend of “free” roads as opposed 
to the mushrooming of pay roads, 
as reported in the September 
FLEET OWNER, p. 100 


For Public Service « The road 
was dedicated to “public service” 
and is a product of federal and 
state funds. The Federal Highway 
Act of 1944 enabled its construc- 
tion. The act authorized $1,500,- 
000,000 in federal aid to states for 
highway construction with the 
provision that states receiving 
funds match them. (See August 
FLEET OWNER, page 92.) 

The city of Houston and Harris 
and Galveston Counties provided 
rights of way for the highway 
Sections of the roadway, notably 
those inside Houston’s city limits, 
have been in use since Octobe1 
1948. The Freeway has a capacity 
of 125,000 vehicles 

There is a chance that the high- 
way will become a “free” link in a 
four-state toll highway system 
proposed recently by Gov. Johnson 
Murray of Oklahoma. His plan is 
construction of a superhighway 
reaching from St. Louis’ west

However, GMC may be 
expected to introduce further 
changes. Sales of hydra-matic 
transmissions are high and there 
is some indication they may ex- 
tend the unit to additional models 

Reo, too, is making plans for 
new models. They are reported 
working on some new body-cabs 
and chassis changes. One rumor has 
it that they are working on a new 
V-8, but there isn’t any tooling 
placed yet so the engine may only 
be in experimental stages. 


Traffic Bureau Formed e The 
Detroit Department of Streets and 
Traffic has organized a new Truck 
Consulting Bureau. The bureau 
was formed as an experiment on 
the theory that firms using trucks 
would welcome assistance in re- 
lieving congestion, thereby elimi- 
nating detrimental legislation and 
improving public relations. 

The idea is unique in a metro- 
politan area and is expected to 
improve truck movements and 
efficiency. The bureau, still in its 
organizational stages, will act as 
a focal point for the exchange of 
information between truckers as 
to the best routes. Preliminary dis- 
cussions are being held with 
owners, operators, and union offi- 
cials to uncover the major prob- 
lems. So far the reception has been 
highly enthusiastic and the results

Increased Insurance Rates e Fol- 
lowing the nation’s trend, Michi- 
gan has announced a 9.9 per cent 
increase in auto insurance rates 
throughout the state.

Motor Fuel Tax e Two states and 
the District of Columbia increased 
their motor fuel tax rates in 1952. 
D.C. raised from 4 to 5 cents, 
effective July 1, 1952. Massachu- 
setts raised from 4.3 to 5 cents ef- 
fective January 1, 1953 and Mis- 
souri raised from 2 to 3 cents 
effective July 29, 1952. Diesel, or 
so-called use fuel taxes were in- 
creased in all of the above states 


to the same rates as the gasoline 
tax and with the same effective 
dates. 


Anti-Diversion Bills ¢ Anti-diver- 
sion bills didn’t get too far. Consti- 
tutional amendments prohibiting 
diversion of highway funds were 
proposed in four states. The Ari- 
zona measure has been adopted by 
both houses of the Legislature and 
will be submitted to the electorate 
at the November general election 
as will measures in Georgia and 
Alabama, which were adopted last 
year. 

The Virginia Assembly passed a 
resolution expressing the sense of 
the members against the use of 
highway funds for other than 
highway purposes. Similar bills in 
New Jersey, New York, and Rhode 
Island failed 


Georgia Gets Mud-Flap, 
Stalled Truck Laws 


e The Georgia Public Service 
Commission has. ordered that 
effective October 1, all trucks are 
required to have flaps or tire 
guards behind the rear wheels to 
protect the following vehicles 
Another new requirement is 
that drivers of trucks or buses 
which are stalled or parked on the 
highways at night must place 
luminous signs as well as lights or 
flares in front and to the rear of 
the vehicle. The sign will read 
“Danger—tTruck Stalled Ahead.” 


Pennsylvania Trucks Pay 
Public Utilities Tax 


e The trucking industry in Penn- 
sylvania must now pay the Com- 
monwealth’s full gross receipts tax 
which is levied upon public utili- 
ties. 

This is the result of a recent rul- 
ing by the Dauphin County court 
in a test case brought by Shirk’s 
Motor Express of Lancaster. Its pe- 
tition sought to set aside an action 
by the 1951 State Legislature 
which removed a partial exemp- 
tion enjoyed by truckers. 

Previously, truck operators were 
required to pay only eight mills of 
the 14-mill levy on utilities, an ar- 
rangement which took into account 
the fact that the truckers paid li 
cense fees and other taxes

Called Safe Road 

Despite the frequency of acci- 
dents, New Jersey authorities still 
consider it one of the safest of 
American roads. There were 27 
persons killed in 19 fatal accidents 
from Jan. 1 to Sept. 1, 1952. Based 
on the National Safety Council’s 
official method for figuring fatality 
rates, this was only 5.2 deaths for 
every 100 million miles traveled by 
vehicles on the turnpike. The av- 
erage for all roads in the United 
States is 7.7 

On the Pennsylvania Turnpike, 
travelled by approximately the 
same combination of trucks and 
passenger cars as the New Jersey 
Turnpike—the death rate for the 
first six months of 1952 was 7.39 
per 100 million miles 

The New Jersey Turnpike’s rate 
for all accidents, fatal and non- 
fatal, was 88.6 during the eight- 
month period. This compared with 
418 accidents for each 100 million 
miles travelled on all public high- 
ways in the state 


Speeding is Worst Offense 

Speeding accounts for the most 
violations on the road. Other com- 
mon violations are failure to keep 
right except when passing another 
vehicle, careless driving, and “U” 
turns. Warnings have been mailed 
to all trucking firms using the 
turnpike saying that “we mean to 
enforce our speed laws to the 
limit.””, Most speeding occurs in 
sparse traffic—when the more seri- 
ous accidents happen

Jersey City 
To Rent 
133 Vehicles 


e Jersey City, N. J., has decided to 
rent, rather than own, fleets of cars 
and trucks to carry on city busi- 
ness and services. The city will try 
this plan for three years 

Twenty one other cities are re- 
ported to be already renting thei: 
fleets and Chicago is rumored to be 
interested in the rental idea 

Under the Jersey City plan, the 
city will get a total of 133 vehicles 
These will be maintained by the 
company which rents them to the 
city. The city will buy gas and oil 
pay for special equipment and pro- 
vide the insurance, just as it does 
now. Each year the city will get a 
new fleet of trucks and cars. The 
rent will be $160,000 a year 

At present, the city has a payroll 
of $90,000 a year for maintaining 
its own cars. In addition it spends 
another $30,000 for repairs it can- 
not do itself, making the total 
maintenance bill $120,000. 

At present Jersey City also has 
to pay for depreciation and garage 
buildings

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ICC Clarifies 


Safety 
Regulations 


e The ICC wants to clear-up thei! 
new safety regulations 

In response to numerous re- 
quests for clarification of certain 
sections of the new ICC Safety 
Regulations which became effec- 
tive in July 1, the ICC has ssued 
the following statements 

‘l. A driver who fails to meet 
physical qualifications of the new 
regulations although he did qualify 
under Part 1 of the old safety reg- 
ulations, may not continue to 
drive in interstate commerce on 
on and after the date on which he 
is found to be so disqualified 

2. A driver changing carriers 
between July 1, 1952 and January 
1, 1954 does have to be examined 
under the new regulations regard- 
less of whether he was examined 
prior to July 1, 1952. In this case 
the driver assumes the status of a 
new employee. 

3. All drivers, without regard 
to date of employment, shall be 
examined on or before January 1, 
1954 under the new regulations 
and shall be reexamined not more 
than 36 months from the date of 
their last examination 

4. On and after July 1, 1952, a 
carrier entering into a trip lease 
agreement which includes. the 
driver shall satisfy itself that the 
driver has been examined under 
the new regulations by one of two 
methods 

(a) require the driver to be 

physically examined or 

(b) require the driver to pre- 

sent his certificate of physi- 
cal examination or a photo- 
graphically reproduced copy 
thereof from which a copy 
shall be made for the car- 
rier’s file.” 

Also, with respect to doctor cer- 
tification, the new doctor’s certifi- 
cate must be used and present 
supplies of doctor’s certificates 
which do not conform to the new 
type may no longer be used

In a report to the Commission 
Examiner Van M. Parshall states 
that the surcharges which the 
Commission has had under inves- 
tigation during the litigation are 
unreasonable but that certain in- 
creases in rates and minimums are 
justified.

Tre balancing of brakes is an important servicing 
procedure undertaken to insure that each brake on a 
vehicle performs the amount of work it was designed to 
perform, and does so in synchronization with its com- 
panions. The retarding ability of a wheel depends largely 
on the weight it is carrying. A dual rear wheel supporting 
twice the load of a single front wheel can contribute 
twice as much stopping ability to the vehicle. 


No loafing allowed 


There are many reasons why 
a brake may net be doing all 
the work it is supposed to 
do. If one brake is operating 
properly, while two or three 
of the remaining ones are 
loafing, the one good brake 
will try to do the entire job 
of stopping the truck. It will become overheated, and 
may result in heat-checking of its drum, brake squeal, 
scoring, and many other evils. 


If anchor pins are dry and unlubricated, if shoe fol- 
lower plates are dry, if air chamber diaphragm springs 
or shoe retracting springs are out of balance with cor- 
responding parts in the other brakes, an unbalance in 
brake output between wheels is almost sure to result. 


Detecting brake 
unbalance 


How can you quickly tell ¢ 


whether brakes are unbal- 
anced, without waiting until 
a drum heat-checks or one 
shoe wears out or the ve- 
hicle begins to squeal? All 
friction devices generate heat 
when they are working: the 
greater the heat, the more 
work they are doing. This is exactly the case with a brake 
system. When a drum is cooler than the others, its brake 
is loafing on the job. An ordinary surface thermometer, 
which will read the temperature of any surface it is

pressed against, provides a quick check of brake activity. 
The drums which are coolest are the ones which should 
receive attention, because they are not operating properly 


Balance the linings, too 


If all mechanical parts are lu- 
bricated and in good adjust- 
ment and the brakes of one axle 
still run noticeably cooler than 
those on the other axle, it is 
possible to increase the amount 
of work it does by installing 
higher friction brake blocks on 
the cooler brakes. You can in- 
crease the difference in the amount of work done between 
brakes still further by putting a low friction block on the 
hard-working brakes, in addition to high friction blocks 
on the easy-working brakes. 





The amount of correction possible with different fric 
tions of lining is limited to perhaps 15 or 20 per cent. 
and may not be sufficient in extremely bad cases of un 
balance. Under such conditions, mechanical linkages or 
air chamber sizes will have to be changed, or hydraulic 
cylinder sizes must be revised. 


Balance keeps 
costs down 


The importance of main- 
taining correct brake 
balance cannot be over- 
emphasized from the 
standpoint of operating 
cost. There is no impor- 
tant brake trouble you can 
think of which will not 
be entirely cured, or at 
least materially improved, 
by effecting good balance.
